Captain ‘Ernst Lahmann, com- 
mander of the dirigible Hindenburg, 
announces in a publication appearing 
in Friedrichshafen, Germany, that 
Germany will have a fleet of four 
Zeppelins by 1940 operating regular- 
ly to North and South America. The

Graph Of Old Tree Sent To Saska- 
: toon For Study 

An elm. tree believed to be 200 
years old or older, was cut on Was- 
cana Creek, 12 miles from Regina. 
It may tell a story of alternating 
periods of drought and moisture on 
which forecasts of Saskatchewan's 
future weather conditions may be 
based. Measured with microscopic 
accuracy, a graph of the width of 
the rings has been sent for study 
to the University of Saskatchewan.| 
A plaster cast-of a cross section of 
the tree has also been sent to inter- 
ested United States. weather officials. 

The theory on which forecasts 
would be based is that wider rings 
are produced in years of abundant 
rainfall, and, if a regular cycle is 
noted, there is a chance that rainfall 
would occur over similar period@ df 
years in the future. Jt could also be 
determined . whether © sunspots~-have 
any effect on drought or wetness as 
the periods at which sunspots occur 
are known.

King George VI. has an intimate 
problem before him — to decide 
whether the Earl of Ancaster can 
have the nightgown in. which the 
monarch sleeps the night before his 
coronation. 

Tradition stipulates that the earl

One who sweeps serenely into th 
kitchen at peace with the world— 
say, over the prospécts of a new 
spring bonnet—naturally is going to 
be gentle with her dough. By the 
same logic, the woman who -storms 
up.to the stove in a peeve is apt to 
loose her wrath on the defenseless 
mass of flour. ; 

The bureau conducted tests all 
over the place—but not with happy 
and angry cooks. Dough which re- 
ceived 15 to 18 gentle strokes gave 
tall, light, flaky tender biscuits, 
Dough which received more than, 18 
strokes turned out close-grained, 
tough flat affairs. ; 

The chemical explanation is that 
getting rough with the dough causes 
it to lose its elasticity. When it’s 
time for the biscuit to rise, it stages 
a sit-down strike.
